REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant claims 
organic electroluminescence device and method of fabricating an organic electroluminescence 
device comprising first and second electrodes formed on a substrate with an emission layer 
formed on the first electrode wherein the emission layer comprises a green first emission layer, a 
red second emission layer, a blue second emission layer wherein the green, red and blue 
emission layers are substantially coplanar; and a hole blocking layer formed over the green, red 
and blue emission layers wherein the hole blocking layer is substantially the same as the blue 
emission layer and is formed of any one of a plurality of substances listed in claims 1, 8 and 22. 
The closest prior art, MacPherson et al., 2005/0100658, teaches a full color display device 
comprising a substrate; as first electrode; an emission layer comprising three emission areas (red, 
green and blue); a hole blocking layer and a second electrode wherein the blue emission area can 
act as a hole blocking layer and can comprise diphenylanthracene derivatives. MacPherson fails 
to teach or suggest that the hole blocking layer and the blue emission layer are formed of the 
substances required by present claims 1, 8 and 22 and that the emission layers are formed in 
order of green, red and blue.
